Lysergic Acid Diethylamide wax 
firsl concocted way back in 193^- 
by Sando* Fburmaceuttcalx in 
Geneva. It wasn't properly 
discovered howtver tin Li! 5 years 
laier when Albert Hoffman, [lie 
chemist working on ihc 25th test 
got some on his fingers. He ihen 
slarccd tripping whilst cycling 
home. 

LSD is derived from the fungus 
Ergot, which grows on rye and 
other grasses. In it's true form 
LSD is a limitless and odourless 
clear liquid, and medically it's 
name h DeJysid. 

The drug first caught on in 
America in the hie fifties whan 
Universities and hospitals set up 
test cenircs using voEunreer 
sLudtrtrx and graduate assistants. 
One such University was 
Harvard, where two 
psychologists Timothy Leary and 
Richard Alpeji stinted conducting 
their own experiments imo ihe 
"psychedelic" experience. Lafer 
when Leary began ro talk 
publicly on tfctc brilliance of acid, 
both himself and Alpcn were 
sacked. At around die same lime 
iit San Francisco the young wriler 
Ken Kcscy ("Ojie Flew Over The 
Cuckocs's Nest ,r > was also 
partaking in acid experiments. As 
well as Leary he also rhoughL that 
the whole wm-ld should "lum ou, 
tunc in and drop out", so he 
whipped some acid from ihc iabu, 
gathered up his gang of followers 
- The Merry Prank stars- and 
[ravelled round A mcrica in a day¬ 
glo bus. lie also set up a hippy 
cyntmunc at his house, and he I it 
acid parries where ihe Kool Aid 
punch would be spiked, ft was at 
one of thuse parties where the 
Grateful Dead ftrai played, and 
30 years on they still have the 
biggest following of any baud in 
the world. H was also in San 
Francisco where LSD was first 
pul unto blotting paper by a 
young chemist named Owsley. 
Possibly one of Ehc first trip* Lc> 
come out on btolting paper was 
rhe purple ohm. Incidentally an 
Ohm is a tibeian prayer meaning 


peace, love and harmony. 

In Lhe i960 1 * trips had such 
names as Sunshine, Heavenly 
Blue and Orange Blossom. Also 
Ohms and miorndols came in u 
variety of colour. 

In 1966 LSD was placed under 
Ihe drug laws in huh Brilain and 
America. Then in 1971 ir became 
a Class A drug under e tie new 
Misuse of Drugs Aci. Currently it 
has no medical me, although as 
early as 1950 in the U.S and"l953 
in the UK ir was administered <o 
j I coh o I i cs p drug add let s, 
psychiatric patients and ihe 
terminally ill, where it showed 
some success. 

1966 was also the year when 
sandoz withdrew LSD fmm the 
market, but by then it wan fiur too 
late. Ii was being manufactured 
illegally in underground 
laboratories and it's use among 
young people had spread, fnlerest 
in LSD diminished in (he 
seventies although an LSD 
factory in Britain still managed to 
find buyers for the six million 
labs it churned out during 1970- 
1973, However Lhls wus stopped 
in 1977 nt the end of a long police 
operation codenamcd "Operation 
Julie". 

It is extremely rare, if nor 
impossible , to sivcrdosc on LSD. 
E-erhat (toxic) doses of LSD are 
several lens of thousands of times 
as much as a normal dose. 


making it one of the safest drugs 
known. There are no known 
physical dangers attributable 10 
long term use. Psychological 
damage on ibe other hand is 
possible after one trip. buL more 
conimim in regular users., 
however series us adverse 
reactions are rare h and usually 
only occur among those with 
existing or latent menial illness.
